Long Island voters nixed a plan 
for that new arena shortly before 
the completion of the Barclays 
Center, giving Wang all the in- 
centive he needed to depart for 
Brooklyn. 

“Our goal is to have the Island- 
ers play in a world-class arena 
and we have achieved that goal,” 
Wang said.

Two new eateries planned for Bridge Park

Park officials are dishing out 
two food-focused plans to rake in 
funding at Brooklyn Bridge Park: 
a small take-out shack and an 
upscale rooftop restaurant with 
Manhattan skyline views. 

The Brooklyn Bridge Park 
Corporation wants to open a 
tiny brick take -out- window eat- 
ery near Water Street and a stun- 


ning rooftop restaurant and bar 
at Pier 6 — kick-starting a long- 
anticipated venture that could re- 
place Central Park’s Tavern on 
the Green as the city’s ultimate 
in-park dining spot. 

Planners are calling on “pre- 
mium-quality” restaurateurs to 
lease the Pier 6 space, which of- 
ficials say enhances the park’s 
burgeoning food scene. 

“We are eager to offer park 


visitors even more food choices,” 
said Regina Myer, president of 
Brooklyn Bridge Park. 

The restaurant space includes 
a ground-floor terrace and seat- 
ing for up to 64 people inside, as 
well as 199 outside, according to 
a Brooklyn Bridge Park Corpo- 
ration proposal soliciting com- 
panies to bid on leases.

Who needs Walgreens? 


After pharmacy replaces grocery, nabe plans a food co-op

Call it co-op-eration. 

A group of Kensington and Wind- 
sor Terrace foodies are trying to open 
a Park Slope-style food co-op in their 
neighborhood after the loss of a lo- 
cal supermarket — and they’re even 
getting guidance from the leaders 
of the legendary Park Slope Food 
Co-op themselves. 

“They were extraordinarily help- 
ful in telling us what to avoid and how 
to proceed,” said Jack O’Connell, 
who has spearheaded the effort with 
about 12 other Windsor Terriers and 
Kensingtonians. “They are commit- 
ted to working with us if and when 
we get the co-op rolling, we will rely 
on their much-appreciated skill and 
knowledge.” 

The upstart group has been meet- 
ing since July, said O’Connell, and 
the idea for a food co-op arose after 
a popular Windsor Terrace Key Food 
shut down and the pharmacy chain 
Walgreens announced it would move 
into the grocery store’s Prospect Av- 
enue space despite outcry from res- 
idents who say they value fresh pro- 
duce over prescriptions. 

Organizers hope their co-op 
plan will appeal to residents con- 
cerned about a lack of foodstuffs 
in the neighborhood, but they ad- 
mit the challenge will be attracting

This season, they will duke 
it out on our news pages and 
website, offering readers a 
fresh perspective on a team 
in flux that must adjust to a new 
home, a much-changed roster, 
and all the attention of the bas- 
ketball-loving world. 


The front court 

Tom Lafe is a 6-foot-5 sports world insider with a middling 
high school basketball career who believes the Nets will be 
driven by the success of the front court, with Humphries and 
Lopez backed up by capable offseason signings. Here are 
the big men to watch: 


Brook Lopez: As the re- 
cipient of a lucrative contract 
extension, Lopez is a corner- 
stone in the Nets’ plan for title 
contention. He posted strong 
preseason offensive numbers 
after missing most of last year 
with a broken right foot and an 
ankle injury — but offense has 
never been his problem. Since 
joining the Nets in 2008, op- 
posing teams have often left 
Lopez flatfooted when attack- 
ing the hoop off the pick-and- 
roll. He must step up his de- 
fense around the rim and 
attack the glass to up his pe- 
destrian career average of 7.5 
rebounds per game. 

Kris Humphries: Com- 
ing off a year in which he re- 
corded career highs in min- 
utes, rebounds, points, and 
media coverage, thanks to his 
fast-break marriage to Kim 
Kardashian, the Nets need 
Humphries’s double-double 
production to carry over into 
this season — giving Brook- 
lyn two legitimate low-post 
threats. Humphries makes up 
for Lopez’s absence on the 
glass, averaging 11 boards per 
game last season, but he is 
no enforcer in the paint. Not 
the biggest or fastest front- 
line defender, he must rely 
on timing and good decision- 
making to keep opponents 
out of the lane. 


Reggie Evans: The 

famed flopper has landed 
in Brooklyn. Acquired this 
summer for a future second- 
round pick, Evans last sea- 
son helped the Los Ange- 
les Clippers on the boards, 
and often one-upped the act- 
ing chops of lightweight su- 
perstar Chris Paul in his at- 
tempts to draw fouls. When 
Lopez or Humphries need 
a rest, this rebounding spe- 
cialist will clean the glass — 
or pretend someone chopped 
off his arms while going for 
a loose ball. 

Andray Blatche: 

Benched last season by the 
Washington Wizards due to a 
lack of conditioning, Blatche 
has looked like a new man 
throughout the preseason. 
That’s a good thing, because 
the Nets need him to add of- 
fensive depth — even if he’s 
a defensive liability. 

Mirza Teletovic: The 
Bosnian rookie spent the 
last six seasons playing for 
Caja Laboral in Spain, where 
he recorded career highs in 
points, rebounds, and assists 
last year. But like many Eu- 
ropean big men before him, 
Teletovic is not afraid to shoot 
the deep ball, which pulls him 
out of the paint and limits 
his contributions as a re- 
bounder.

The back court 

Matt Spolar is a nearly 6-foot-1 journalist with an equally 
middling high school basketball career who is sure the Nets 
will take cues from D-Will, with Johnson's arrival only solidi- 
fying the team's reliance on its back court. Here are the little 
guys he thinks will lead the way: 


Deron Williams: Williams 
is suddenly the talk of the league 
after years lurking in the small- 
market shadows of Salt Lake 
City andNewark. But can Wil- 
liams — who swore off a return 
to the Nets if not for the move to 
Brooklyn — lead a team in the 
spotlight? Last season, he aver- 
aged 8.7 assists per game, his 
lowest since his rookie year, and 
he racked up the worst shoot- 
ing percentage and most turn- 
overs of his career. For the Nets 
not to be a laughingstock, the 
star point guard must excel in 
distributing the ball and man- 
aging the game. 

Joe Johnson: Johnson is 
an immense talent — and his 
arrival is part of the reason the 
team has such high expecta- 
tions. Johnson — who averaged 
better than two three -pointers 
per game last season on 39 per- 
cent shooting — should com- 
bine with Williams for about 
36 points a night. That sounds 
great, but it could take a while 
for the two stars to feel each 
other out and learn to cede shots 
to the hot hand. Johnson has to 
settle into a new environment 
while providing veteran lead- 
ership and showcasing his abil- 
ity to lock down some of the 
league’s best on defense. Oh, 
and score points, too. 

MarShon Brooks: The 
Johnson trade reinvented the 


team — goodbye Jordan Far- 
mar, Johan Petro, Anthony Mor- 
row, Jordan Williams, and De- 
Shawn Stevenson (Brooklynites 
hardly knew ye) — and pushed 
Brooks out of the limelight. Last 
year, the rookie established him- 
self as a scorer by averaging 1 3 
points in 29 minutes, but with 
Johnson onboard, Brooks will 
see less time on the floor. To be 
a factor, he must keep his head 
down, improve his defense, and 
limit his turnovers. 

C. J. Watson: Watson en- 
deared himself to Nets fans by 
declaring D -W ill better than D - 
Rose, the star guard he backed 
up in Chicago for the past two 
seasons. Whether he’ll win as 
many fans with his play as he 
did with his words remains 
to be seen, but with Rose in- 
jured much of last year, Watson 
proved himself to be remark- 
ably quick and efficient with 
the ball. When Williams takes 
a breather, Watson must hit the 
floor with aggression. 

Gerald Wallace: Wallace 
is a swingman, meaning he’ll 
be just as much a part of the 
front court as the back court. 
The 6-foot-7, 1 1 -year vet made 
three of 10 three-pointers last 
season — and he must concen- 
trate his talent inside the arc to 
help Brooklyn win. The squad 
will certainly rely on his defen- 
sive expertise this year.

The owners of a legendary Ital- 
ian restaurant are saying “Ciao!” 
to their old-school, fresco-lined 
dining room and reinventing the 
eatery to fit into Carroll Gardens’s 
hip dining scene. 

Marco Polo Ristorante on 
Court and Union Streets — fa- 


mous for its authentic cuisine 
and not-quite-up-to-date decor 
— just got a posh new makeover 
that drastically changes the look 
and feel of the place, designers 
heading the project say. 

“It keeps up with the way the 
neighborhood is evolving — and 
caters to a younger clientele,” said 
Michael Santora, an architect with 
the firm Crown Design. 


The $500,000 renovation trades 
the eatery’s famous flashy mural 
and weathered brick arches for a 
modern, cream-colored interior 
with black-and-white photos of 
Venice. It also features a new bar 
for “casual dining” and a wine- 
tasting room, Santora said. 

Designers also knocked down a 
wall so the space feels “bigger and 
brighter” in an attempt to estab- 


lish a “chic Mediterranean feel” 
complete with distressed wood 
floors, sidewalk dining and a pri- 
vate room for parties. 

Owner Joe Chirico, whose 
eatery has gotten in the head- 
lines for hosting stars like Paul 
Rudd and Amy Poehler and al- 
leged mafia ties, didn’t return 
calls seeking comment by press 
time. But a spokesman for the

eatery, Michael Gartenlaub, said 
the remodeling comes alongside 
several new menu items such as 
black seafood risotto, a lobster 
salad with orange, and salmon 
tartar. 

Gartenlaub said the food at 
Marco Polo will remain tradi- 
tional as ever — even with the 
restaurant’s new modern digs. 

The goal is keep regulars happy 
and cater to a new younger neigh- 
borhood crowd, designers said.

Twin communities bonded by history and personality

If Marine Park was a yacht, 
Mill Basin would be its sail. 

Both are leafy, residential 
neighborhoods perched side by 
side on the lip of Jamaica Bay on 
a remote peninsula in southeast- 
ern Brooklyn, cut off from the 
hustle and bustle of the borough 
due to a lack of subway service. 
Both have a rustic, seafaring feel. 
Both, too, have largely avoided 
the limelight — until now. 

Area realtors say young, up- 
wardly mobile families of all 
races are making a beeline for 
Marine Park — traditionally a 
blue-collar community of cops 
and firemen — because of its 
abundance of fine schools and 
its proximity to an eponymous 
park, which actually trumps 
Prospect Park as the borough’s 
largest green space. 

Rich, young professionals are 
apparently also snapping up prop- 
erties in affluent Mill Basin. 

That enclave, snuggled in by 
the Belt Parkway drawbridge, 
was once called Equandito or 
“broken lands” for its jumble of 
islands and wetlands, but today 
it’s known more for its multi-mil- 
lion-dollar homes, with Bentleys 
parked in driveways and plea- 
sure boats docked in landscaped 
backyards that belong to one -per- 
centers — including Russian bil- 
lionaire Vassily Anisimov. 

The metals trader report- 
edly owns a $50-million home 
there, with enough space to hold 
$750,000 worth of automobiles, 
according to New York Maga- 
zine, which quotes one insider 
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as stating, “Owning a house in 
Mill Basin is a mark of distinc- 
tion, like saying ‘I have a house 
in Beverly Hills.’ ” 

Its less flashy cousin, Ma- 
rine Park, which boasts a pop- 
ulation roughly matching that 
of Monaco, is just as secure in 
its skin. 

“It’s one of the few neighbor- 
hoods in Brooklyn that hasn’t be- 
come its own brand name,” says 
Eugenia Moskowitz, who moved 
there from Park Slope with her 
husband Dave, a paramedic with 
the Flatlands Volunteer Ambu- 
lance Corps. 

Marine Park boasts its own 
Little League chapter, named 
for former Yankees manager 
Joe Torre who grew up in the 
neighborhood, plus its own as- 
phalt runway for fliers of radio- 
controlled aircraft. Many of its 
residents are of Irish and Italian 
descent, with pockets of Afri- 
can Americans and Asians, and 
a burgeoning community of Or- 
thodox Jews. 

Nancy Pecoraro, vice pres- 
ident of Fillmore Real Estate, 
has witnessed the shift in both 
neighborhoods. 

“Marine Park and Mill Basin 
are desirable, very rural type of 
communities where the holidays 
are celebrated well, and the peo- 
ple are very patriotic,” she says. 
“You can get a lot more for your 
money here.” 

Pecoraro might as well be talk- 
ing about the area’s early inhab- 
itants, who were as smitten by 
the region.

Artist's NYPD-style fliers 
call out the prez hopefuls

Talk about negative cam- 
paigning. 

Fake NYPD wanted 
posters showing the faces of 
President Obama and White 
House hopeful Mitt Rom- 
ney have popped up around 
Williamsburg in an act of 
subversive street art that’s 
anything but a presidential 
endorsement. 

In fact, the posters ac- 
cuse both bitter political 
rivals of alleged crimes 
including “murder and 
conspiracy to further the 
revocation of constitutional 
liberties.” 

The police-sketch style 
drawings feature the 
heights, ages, weights, 
and names of both “sus- 
pects,” a lengthy descrip- 
tion of their alleged wrong- 
doing, and even the NYPD 
logo. 

Obama takes heat for his 
decision to order a Septem- 
ber 2011 drone attack that 
killed American-born Ye- 
meni cleric Anwar Al-Aul- 
aqi, while the poster warns 
Brooklynites to look out for 
Romney, who was last spot- 
ted wearing a “charcoal suit 
with blue tie and American 
flag lapel pin.” 

The posters appear to be 
the latest work of the activ- 
ist and artist working under 
the moniker Essam, who 
has plastered the borough 
with street art addressing 
police and military control 
in recent months. 

The Brooklyn Paper 
tried to contact Essam, but 
he keeps a low-profile and 


doesn’t have a website, or 
a readily visible Twitter or 
Facebook account. 

But he did speak with 
the arts and culture web- 
site Animal New York last 
month after he put up 100 
posters mocking the NYPD 
for plans to fly military- 
style drones over the city, 
claiming he’s just trying to 
spark a discussion. 

“If the people want 
[drones], that’s what they 
want,” Essam said. “But 
we’re not having that con- 
versation, so that’s what I’m 
here to start.” 

He also said that poster 
art is new to him. 

“I’m not a street artist by 
nature,” said Essam. “It’s 
the medium I choose based 
on the message.” 

The wanted-style fli- 
ers aren’t as ambitious as 
his colorful drone posters, 
which he placed over ads 
in phone booths and sub- 
way stations. 

The Obama and Rom- 
ney mashup is black-and- 
white, and more likely to 
be found taped to telephone 
polls next to other fliers. 

But the fake NYPD re- 
lease is certainly eyecatch- 
ing — and NURTUREart 
gallery director Marco An- 
tonini believes it’s effec- 
tive, even if it’s a bit of a 
cliche. 

“On a visual and con- 
ceptual level, it seem fac- 
ile or even naive, but from 
a communication stand- 
point, it works infinitely 
more than gallery art,” said 
Antonini. “A lot of people 
will remember that. Maybe 
not for too long.”

Controversial new Slope school zones revealed

Fa mili es living on roughly 
ten blocks of Park Slope turf 
will lose their coveted seats 
at two top-notch neighbor- 
hood schools under a plan 
that draws controversial 
new school zone boundary 
lines. 

The Department of Edu- 
cation’s remapping proposal, 
released last week, shrinks 
the areas that feed into the 
beloved elementaries PS 321 
and PS 107 — schools so pop- 
ular many parents move to 
the neighborhood for guar- 
anteed seats. 

The remapping cuts yet-to- 
be-enrolled PS 321 students 
living on: 

•The blocks bounded by 
Fourth and Fifth avenues 
between First and Fifth 
streets. 


• The blocks bounded by 
Third and Fourth avenues 
between First and Sixth 
streets. 

• The blocks bounded by 
Seventh Avenue and Prospect 
Park West between Fourth and 
Fifth streets. 

Areas nixed from PS 107 
include: 

• The blocks bounded by 
Sixth and Seventh avenues be- 
tween 1 1th and 14th streets. 

• The blocks bounded by 
Eighth Avenue and Prospect 
Park West between Wind- 
sor Place and Prospect Park 
Southwest. 

The new zones will not af- 
fect students who already at- 
tend the schools, and they will 
not be implementedbefore fall 
2013, the Department of Ed- 
ucation says. 

Yet-to-be-enrolled stu- 
dents cut from the PS 321 


zone will attend a new ele- 
mentary school slated to open 
on Eighth Street and Fourth 
Avenue and students nixed 
from the PS 107 zone will at- 
tend PS 10 in Windsor Ter- 
race, under the plan. 

Department of Education 
planner Carrie Marlin said the 
new boundary lines are de- 
signed to shrink class sizes 
and eliminate kindergarten 
waiting lists at the crowded 
schools. 

“We see now there’s not 
going to be the ability to 
serve the whole zone,” Mar- 
lin said. 

At meeting last Tuesday, 
more than 100 nervous moms 
and dads — along peeved 
property owners who fear the 
change will hurt property val- 
ues — said the new zones di- 
vide the neighborhood liter- 
ally and figuratively. 


“We are devastated 
— it’s disassembling our 
whole community,” said 
Lisa Scrivens, a mom with 
a preschooler. 

The rezoning, which was 
introduced by District 15’s 
Community Education Coun- 
cil, comes after parents at the 
schools complained classes 
were too full and kindergarten 
waiting lists were too long. 

To alleviate crowding, PS 
321 principal Liz Phillips even 
removed an art room to ac- 
commodate more students. 

That’s part of the rea- 
son why principals at both 
schools now support the pro- 
posal, which the city will 
float for 43 days before a 
final vote. 

“It’s a very hard decision. 
It’s not ideal. But it could be 
a permanent solution,” Phil- 
lips said.

Survivors speak out 

Atomic bomb witnesses teach students about war 



Setsuko Thurlow and Yasuaki Yamashita are anti- 
nuclear war activists who share their experiences 
in hopes that such weapons are never used again.

Two survivors of the Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki atomic 
attacks — and the grandson 
of the man who ordered the 
bombings — moved a class- 
room of high school students 
to tears with an impassioned 
plea to bring an end to the 
nuclear age. 

Setsuko Thurlow and 
Yasuaki Yamashita visited 
Downtown’s Brooklyn Friends 
School along with Clifton Tru- 
man Daniel, the grandson of 
President Harry S. Truman, 
on Oct. 18 to share their sto- 
ries of the catastrophic bomb- 
ings, which changed their lives 
— and the course of human 
history — forever. 

In a small, tightly packed 
conference room, many stu- 
dents’ eyes filled with tears 
as the now- elderly Thurlow 
and Yamashita recounted in 
graphic, visceral detail, what 
happened after they saw a 
“flash like a thousand bolts 
of lightning.” 

Thurlow was 13 years old 
when the first atomic bomb 
fell on Hiroshima, collaps- 
ing her school and leaving 
her trapped in the rubble be- 


neath. She managed to es- 
cape, but the rubble caught 
fire before most of her school- 
mates could get out. 

“We had no appropriate 
emotional response to what 
we were experiencing,” said 
Thurlow, who now lives in 
Toronto and tours as an anti- 
nuclear weapons activist. “I 
have to tell this story over 
and over again so that hu- 
man beings will not repeat 
these horrible things.” 

Yamashita was 6 and play- 
ing close to his mother when 
his family sawplanes overhead 


and ran into their house just 
outside Nagasaki moments be- 
fore the flash. The blast blew 
the windows and roof from 
their home, leaving his sister 
bleeding from the head. 

In the next few days, he 
watched his friends die and 
walked miles over rotting 
corpses with his mother in 
search of food. 

Years later, after complet- 
ing high school, Yamashita 
found work at the Nagasaki 
Hospital, where many people 
his age were dying of can- 
cer — even one to whom he 


donated his blood through 
transfusions. 

“I realized this could hap- 
pen to me,” said Yamashita, 
who moved to Mexico shortly 
thereafter. “I quit my job. I 
wanted to run away and for- 
get my suffering.” 

Truman Daniel said he be- 
came an activist against nu- 
§ clear war after his young son 
| brought home a book about a 
£ girl who died of cancer fol- 
| lowing the attacks, and the 
author and former journal- 
ist had to tell his child it was 
his great-grandfather who 
dropped the bomb. 

“I’ve taken responsibility 
for other parts of my grand- 
father’s legacy,” said Truman 
Daniel, who runs the Truman 
Presidential Library in Mis- 
souri. “I think it’s important 
to take responsibility for this 
part, too.” 

After Thurlow and Ya- 
mashita finished speaking, 
volunteer Robert Croonquist 
— who helped organize the 
Hibakusha Stories presenta- 
tion — asked the students if 
they had any questions, but 
none raised their hands. In- 
stead, they all just sat look- 
ing stunned.

the islands and inlets that would 
become Mill Basin, Mill Island, 
and Old Mill Basin. The sleepy 
triumvirate was formerly part 
of Nieuw Amersfoort, one of 
the five original Dutch towns 
on Long Island, but today the 
area is known mostly as Mill 
Basin, created when the city 
dredged sand from the bottom 
of Jamaica Bay. 

Colonists John Tilton Jr. and 
Samuel Spicer bought the land 
and waterways from the Canarsee 
Indians in 1664, and soon the area 
was awash with tidal mills, hence 
its name. Jan Schenck’s farm- 
house also appeared at a cross- 
roads that is now E. 63rd Street 
and Avenue V. The house was 
later dismantled and reassembled 
at the Brooklyn Museum. 

Marine Park and Mill Basin 
were popular with fisherman, 
boaters, and summer cottagers, 
but remained largely undevel- 
oped for the next 200 years. 

One home more than others in 
Marine Park tells its story. 

The Hendrik I. Lott Dutch 
farmhouse was built in 1800 on 
E. 36th Street and Fillmore Av- 
enue. It still stands there as an 
imposing reminder of a vanished 
era, its descendants occupying 
the home until 1989 when the last 
relative died. The Lott house, ac- 
cording to its preservation asso- 
ciation, “is the story of the evo- 
lution of Marine Park.” 

An industrial boom in the 
1800s and early 1900s changed 
both neighborhoods forever. 

A lead smelting plant opened 
in Mill Basin, docks and bulk- 
heads altered its topography, and 
its marshland was filled. Ma- 
rine Park developed during the 
1930s after construction of the 
Belt Parkway. 

Soon the region where no rail- 
road ventured became known for 
its air traffic. Floyd Bennett Field 
opened just east of Marine Park in 
1931, its name a tribute to the pi- 
lot who flew Rear Admiral Rich- 
ard E. Byrd across the North Pole 
five years earlier. 

Floyd Bennett was the busiest 
naval air station in the country 
during World War II, thanks to 
the “Janes who made the planes” 
and the men who tested and de- 
livered some 46,000 winged be- 


hemoths from companies like 
Grumman, Vought- Sikorsky, and 
General Motors to fight in the 
major battles of the Pacific. 

It was also the runway for re- 
cord-breaking flights, includ- 
ing Wiley Post’s pioneer jaunt 
around the world in 1933 — and 
those of Amelia Earhart, How- 
ard Hughes, and “Wrong Way” 
Douglas Corrigan — before be- 
ing decommissioned 40 years 
later and becoming part of the 
National Park Service’s Gateway 
National Recreation Area. 

After the war, the firm of 
Flatbush Park Homes bought 
the land enveloped by Avenue 
U, E. 68th Street, Basset Ave- 
nue, and Strickland and Mill av- 


enues. The brick bungalows built 
shortly thereafter were eventu- 
ally replaced by large, custom- 
built, detached one -family homes 
on lots that today house PS 236 
on E. 63rd Street and Avenue 
U, and PS 203 on E. 52nd, off 
Avenue M. 

Mill Basin’s main park hon- 
ors grassroots activist Alex Lin- 
dower, who persuaded the City 
Council to install stop lights and 
traffic signals on the commu- 
nity’s circular roads. Lindower 
Park, which opened in 1965 on 
Strickland Avenue between Mill 
Avenue and E. 60th Place, im- 
mortalizes his hard work. 

The 1970s saw the departure 
of beloved Jahn’s Ice Cream Par- 


lor and Restaurant on Nostrand 
and Avenue Z, but the opening 
of the city’s first enclosed shop- 
ping mall — Kings Plaza. 

A new millennium brought 
new adventure. 

The Salt Marsh Nature Cen- 
ter on E. 33rd Street and Avenue 
U opened a living classroom in 
2001, turning its bucolic back- 
yard into a laboratory for ecol- 
ogists and students to study its 
vast wetlands and abundance of 
wildlife, including more than 325 
different species of birds. 

Tragedy befell, too. 

Firefighter Daniel Suhr of En- 
gine Co. 216 became the first fire- 
man to be killed on 9-11 when 
he was fatally struck by a body 
jumping from Tower Two. 

In 2006, the Aviator Sports 
and Events Center opened to 


rave reviews at Floyd Bennett 
Field — today a thriving recre- 
ational and camping area with 
Brooklyn’s largest community 
garden of 600 plots. 

Just a handful of years ago, 
many New Yorkers were only fa- 
miliar with Marine Park and Mill 
Basin for being the go-to spots to 
nosh on a roast beef sandwich at 
Brennan and Carr, or to admire 
an Erte masterpiece along with 
a pastrami on rye at the Mill Ba- 
sin Kosher Deli. 

Today, however, both neigh- 
borhoods are emerging from their 
shadows as commanding com- 
munity forces. 

“Everybody who lives here 
moves at a less frenetic pace than 
in other, trendier, parts of Brook- 
lyn,” says Moskowitz. “They’re 
less hectic, less high strung.”

Boro's big baby 

New walrus settles in at NY Aquarium

The New York Aquarium 
is leaking — pictures of its 
new walrus. 

That’s right, the Coney Is- 
land’s premier marine zoo sent 
out some fresh shots of its new- 
est resident, the 4 -month-old 
Mitik, and boy, is he one hand- 
some, mustached walrus. 

The sea mammal might 
be young, but his life has 
been one big adventure. Mi- 
tik was rescued six miles off 
the coast of Alaska’s North 
Slope, stranded in the Arctic 
Ocean; cold, lonely, hungry, 


and suffering from all sorts of 
peculiar walrus ailments. 

But even better than the 
new pictures is the little guy’s 
bill of health, which is A- 
okay, according to Aquar- 
ium officials. 

Following his July res- 
cue at the hands of kind- 
hearted fishermen, Mitik 
was brought to the Alaska 
SeaLife Center, where vet- 
erinarians there diagnosed 
the poor walrus with a blad- 
der infection, a high white 
blood cell count, and a nasty 
case of dehydration. 

But the fine folks in 
Alaska did a great job, and 


Mitik seems to be doing great 
here in Brooklyn. 

Not only is Mitik respond- 
ing well to the medication 
he’s been taking, but he’s 
gaining as much as a half- 
pound per day thanks to a diet 
heavy on milk. He already 
weighs a healthy 242 pounds 
— almost twice as much as 
this reporter — according to 
Aquarium officials. 

Pretty good for a 4-month- 
old. 

Mitik is still serving his 
30-day quarantine, but when 
that’s up, he’ll join lady wal- 
ruses Kulu and Nuka in the 
big pool.

seats will be left empty to 
accommodate the playing 
area, which is larger than a 
basketball court. 

But Ratner has long 
courted the Islanders. Hockey 
was originally considered for 
the arena but the plans were 
scuttled after Barclays Cen- 
ter starchitect Frank Gehry 
was fired in 2009 and his pro- 
posed design was scraped in 
an attempt to cut costs. 

The Barclays Center will be 
the smallest arena in the NHL, 
holding about 14,500 specta- 
tors in a horseshoe configu- 
ration. Designers hope to fig- 
ure out a way to squeeze in at 
least 500 more people, which 
would get it nearly even with 
the 15,004-seat MTS Center 
in Winnipeg, Canada, home 


of the Jets. Most NHL hockey 
arenas hold 15,000-20,000 
fans. The biggest, in Mon- 
treal, Canada, holds 21,273. 
Madison Square Garden in 
Manhattan, home of the Is- 
landers rival Ranger, holds 
18,200, and the Prudential 
Center in Newark, New Jer- 
sey holds 17,625. 

But NHL officials don’t 
think the small capacity will 
affect the team’s success. 

“It’s not an issue,” said 
NHL commissioner Gary 
Bettman. “Winnipeg is do- 
ing well.” 

The Islanders had been 
scheduled to play a preseason 
game at the arena, but it was 
canceled — along with the 
rest of the NHL’s preseason 
games — due to a lockout by 
ownership over the league’s 


collective bargaining agree- 
ment with its players. 

The team will replace 
the Brooklyn Aviators, a 
minor league hockey team 
that played its home games 
at the Aviator Sports Com- 
plex in Floyd Bennett Field 
that folded after last season 
as Brooklyn’s lone profes- 
sional hockey team. 

Ratner said the arrival of 
the Islanders will not speed 
up the much-delayed plan to 
build controversial housing 
towers in his beleaguered At- 
lantic Yards mega- develop- 
ment. 

Brooklyn Islander fans 
we spoke to were ecstatic 
to hear the team will move 
to within walking distance 
of their homes.

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Golden: Mixed message on cops mosque spying 

State Senator claims to oppose police surveillance of mosques — after signing letter supporting it!

State Sen. Marty Golden is 
all for spying on mosques — 
except when he’s not. 

The lawmaker declared his 
opposition to the surveillance of 
mosques in front of a mostly Mid- 
dle Eastern audience at a candi- 
date forum last week — a year al- 
most to the day after applauding 
Police Commissioner Ray Kel- 
ly’s counter-terrorism efforts, in- 
cluding planting informants in- 
side houses of worship. 

“The police should not be 
spying on churches, mosques, 
or synagogues,” said the five- 
term incumbent during the Oct. 


13 assembly at PS 170 hosted by 
the Arab -American Association 
of New York. 

Golden (R-Bay Ridge), a re- 
tired New York City police offi- 
cer who is endorsed by three dif- 
ferent police unions, said Kelly 
should apologize to Muslim New 
Yorkers if proof arose that he au- 
thorized the scrutiny, although 
he was quick to say he didn’t 
know of an instance where that 
had occurred. 

Yet last October, Golden co- 
signed a letter that Assemblyman 
Dov Hikind (D-Borough Park) 
and several other pols fired off 
to Kelly lauding the police de- 
partment’s vigilance on terror- 


related matters. 

“Although many of the re- 
ports have been critical of the 
N YPD’s tactics, we write to you 
today to applaud you and the 
NYPD for using all means at 
your disposal to prevent another 
terrorist attack like 9-11,” the 
letter stated. “We are safer be- 
cause of the carefully-conceived 
and well-placed infrastructure 
of cameras and counter-terror- 
ism officers located throughout 
the city.” 

Golden left after making 
his comments, but his Demo- 
cratic opponent Andrew Gou- 
nardes pounced on them when 
it was his turn to speak, accus-

ing the veteran politician of flip- 
flopping. 

“If the senator has changed 
his position, I applaud him,” 
said Gounardes, who says he 
is against the surveillance of 
mosques. 

E Golden’s camp rejected Gou- 

| nardes’s claims, and said that 
2 Golden supported NYPD’s ef- 
1 forts, if there was just cause. 

| “Our opponent’s claim that 
£ we are changing our position 
I is just plain fantasy,” said cam- 
f paign manager Jeffrey Kraus. “If 
that probable cause leads them 
to a house of worship, then they 
have a responsibility to protect 
Americans.” 


The letter, however, doesn’t 
mention probable cause — a le- 
gal standard for justifying po- 
lice searches and seizures — and 
doesn’t ask police to refrain from 
monitoring any establishment. 

“We encourage you to inves- 
tigate any church, synagogue, 
or business, which may pose a 
threat to the safety and well-be- 
ing of our society,” the document 
continues. “Nothing should deter 
or discourage you in your quest 
to eradicate terrorism.” 

Aramica Arabic newspaper 
publisher Antoine Faisal, who 
attended the forum, said he was 
appalled at what he viewed as 
Golden talking out of both sides 


of his mouth. 

“I was extremely dismayed by 
his arrogance and lack of honesty 
to the community,” he said. 

But Golden chief-of-staff 
Jerry Kassar came to the sen- 
ator’s defense in his weekly 
“Common Sense” column in the 
Home Reporter newspaper, de- 
claring that the Hikind- Golden 
letter in no way endorsed spy- 
ing on mosques. 

“The letter said nothing of the 
sort,” Kassar wrote, though he 
didn’t include any quotes from 
the document or explain what 
he believed it really said. 

Kassar did not respond to re- 
quests for comment.

the broad support required to 
start a community-run gro- 
cery store. 

“We need 300-400 mem- 
bers to commit time and re- 
sources to get a critical mass 
of people to do this,” said 
O’Connell, who says he has 
received about 100 letters of 
support from community 
members so far. “You need 
people who say, ‘I’m in and 
I’m working a certain amount 
of hours each month.’ ” 

The Park Slope Food Co- 
op’s leadership — which 
gives advice and support 
to many fledgling co-ops 
around the country due to 


its unofficial status as the 
godfather of grocery col- 
lectives — cautions that it 
is an arduous journey to start 
a new co-op. 

“It’s very difficult to do,” 
said Ann Herpel, the general 
coordinator of the members- 
only store, who pointed out 
that the Greene Hill Food 
Co-op in Clinton Hill took 
more than two years of or- 
ganizing to come to fruition. 
“You have to find out if the 
community even wants this 
and you have to have a lot of 
ways to keep people inter- 
ested and wanting to put en- 
ergy and time into it.” 

Nearby Ditmas Park has 


its own co-op — the Flatbush 
Food Co-op — which, unlike 
the Park Slope Food Co-op, al- 
lows non-members to shop, but 
at slightly higher prices. 

There are even plans for a 
Bay Ridge food co-op, which 
came about after the strik- 
ingly similar closure of a Key 
Food and opening of a Wal- 
greens. 

O’Connell said they were 
in the early stage of organiz-

Bloody Monday 

New Fort Greene restaurant 
will teach you butchering skills

F orget yoga class — get a peace of 
mind, literally, at butchery class. 

A new series of cooking classes 
at a Fort Greene restaurant is offering 
meat-loving Brooklynites a chance to 
learn to butcher their own animal — 
from a tiny bird to a 
large pig — satisfy- 
ing their need to get 
their hands dirty and 
also slowing down 
the pace of life, with 
a knife. 

Especially since 
butchering a whole 
pig is this chef’s 
ideal form of meditation. 

“It’s like clarity for me,” said Kyle 
McClelland, executive chef and co- 
owner of the restaurant Prospect that 
opened last month. 

“Some people do yoga — I cut up 
meat.” 

But butchery isn’t just a self-help, 
it’s also the most considerate way to go 
about eating at the expense of animal- 


life. Having a better understanding of 
where the hip bone’s connected to — is 
also the best way to make hip stew. 

“I want to show people how much of 
that animal you can use,” he said. “Noth- 
ing goes to waste. You can even make 
head cheese out of the brain.” 

Mmm — brains. 

Like most do-it-yourself projects, 
butchering saves 
money. The class 
is useful for people 
who want to learn a 
useful skill as well 
as keep the cost of 
their carnivorous 
habit low, said the 
chef. 

“It’s a lot cheaper 
to buy something that is whole than 
to have your butcher do it for you,” 
he said. 

Sadly, because of liability issues, stu- 
dents will not be allowed to take apart 
the bigger animals, so they’ll have to 
just watch McClelland carve the pig and 
tuna, getting hands-on experience with 
only smaller animals, like chickens, be- 
fore graduating to the big knives.

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J ohnny Cash famously sang he 
shot a man just to watch him 
die — but did he eat the guy’s 
brains? 

More than nine years after the Man 
in Black died, a group of hootenan- 
nying cowpunks are bringing him 
back in perhaps his darkest role, in 
zombie form. 

Brooklyn musician Steve Sasso is 
heading up “Zombie Cash,” a one-off 
project that will perform at a Hallow- 
een party at the Jalopy Theater. Sasso 
will portray a zombified Cash, com- 
plete with a zombie band and a post- 
mortem June Carter Cash. 

“I getto dress like June and be weird 
and retro and dead for one night,” said 
zombie -wife Aviva Jaye, who plays 
with Sasso in an old-timey band called 
the Boo Boo Danger. “I can’t wait.” 
The act isn’t all make-up and sass, 
though. The undead musicians want 
to give the legendary Cash a proper 
Halloween tribute. 

Sasso is aiming less forthe country- 
folk feel of Cash’s studio records and 
more the punkabilly of Cash’s raucous 
live shows, such as when he played live 
at the Folsom and San Quentin prisons 
in California in the late 1960s. 

“I really hope we do it justice,” 
he said. 

To prepare for the gig, Jaye learned 
to play the autoharp in just two weeks, 
which she said wasn’t hard, since she 
plays the guitar and the folk harp. 

The act itself was inspired by a 
band Sasso saw play in Brooklyn 
around Halloween of last year —

“They were pretty much what you 
would expect from a band with that 
name,” said Sasso. “We are a bite off 
of that.” 

Sasso and Jaye hope to bring the 
classic country songs back to life for 
one evening, even if the lyrics might 


reflect a hunger for more than just 
applause. 

“Some of the songs I’ll sing the 
way they are, but others I’ve changed 
the lyrics to be zombie themed,” said 
Sasso, who is preparing parodies such 
as “Die, Die, Die,” instead of “Cry! 
Cry! Cry !” and a version of“I Walk the 
Line” entitled “I’ll Eat Your Brain.”

Equities to sell the lot as part 
of its redevelopment plan for 
the People’s Playground. 

“The city wants to take 
over from here to Surf Ave- 
nue,” said BK Festival part- 
ner Tom Walker, who claimed 
that several inspectors told 
him the mayor’s office was 
behind the stalled permits. 
“And they have the power 
to do it.” 

City officials blew off 
the claims, saying the may- 
or’s office is simply a Co- 
ney booster, and that it has no 
plans to acquire the lot. 

“The more people acti- 


vate their properties and 
bring new amenities to Co- 
ney Island to make it an even 
greater attraction, the better,” 
said Kyle Sklerov, a spokes- 
man for the city’s Economic 
Development Corporation, 
the quasi-government agency 
that heads the redevelopment 
project. “We want Coney Is- 
land to succeed.” 

The Department of Build- 
ings said it was just an inno- 
cent bystander. 

“The application was de- 
nied by the Department of 
Consumer Affairs, we’re not 
involved,” said spokesperson 
Ryan Fitzgibbon. 


Consumer Affairs, which 
licenses amusement rides, 
said any blame falls squarely 
on BK Festival because it 
filed bogus insurance pa- 
perwork. 

“BK Festival’s disingen- 
uous claim mirrors both the 
fraudulent insurance docu- 
ments we caught [it] submit- 
ting, and the inconsistent 
and questionable informa- 
tion [it] provided regarding 
who actually owns and takes 
responsibility for this ride,” 
said spokeswoman Abigail 
Lootens. 

But BK Festival director 
Will McCarthy, who has been 
acquiring festival permits for 
16 years, says employees in 
the Consumer Affairs and 
Buildings departments told 


him the Mayor’s Office was 
pressuring the agencies to 
keep the ride closed. 

“Why in the world would 
we put people’s lives in 
jeopardy with bogus insur- 
ance?” he said. “That’s the 
most insane thing I’ve ever 
heard.” 

Zipline management said 
the city’s actions were polit- 
ical sabotage that resulted in 
costly permitting hurdles. 

“They’re bleeding us fi- 
nancially,” said Tom Brady, 
another BK Festival partner. 
“We’re not rich guys.” 

Operators expected to 
have the ride zipping by 
June, but claim the De- 
partment of Buildings lost 
their application, and sent 
their work permit into re- 
view the day after award- 
ing it, while imposing ex- 
cessive standards. Seventeen 
inspectors visited the site in 
less than a month, sometimes 
for the same unfounded com- 
plaints, according to Cate- 
gory 5 Ziplines owner Pat- 
rick Ingram. 

Department of Buildings 
records only show four in- 
spections since May. 

The ride got the green 
light on Sept. 13, but Build- 
ings inspector Craig Gualt- 
ieri closed the amusement an 
hour before the grand open- 
ing, allegedly telling man- 
agers that Juan Orozco, 
licensing director at the De- 
partment of Consumer Af- 
fairs, ordered the closure due 
to incomplete insurance pa- 
perwork. 

The Department of Build- 
ings had no record of Gualt- 
ieri’s visit, and Orozco de- 
clined to comment.

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My girls, women's rights

y youngest daugh- 
ter’s age — 14 — 
is the only thing 
she has in common with 
Malala Yousufzai, the Pak- 
istani schoolgirl shot by the 
Taliban because she relent- 
lessly spoke out demanding 
education for girls. 

This horrific event, makes 
me realize the many ways I 
take my daughter’s oppor- 
tunities for granted. 

My girl has access to ed- 
ucation in every way. She’s 
gone to a good school, at- 
tended music classes and ath- 
letics, and if she needs it, can 
get tutoring and other help 
along the way. 

The parents of girls at her 
shcool are vigilant of policies, 
complaining about the under- 
representation of girls in ad- 
vanced math classes, and en- 
suring equal access to sports, 
arts and science. 

She is surrounded by role 
models. Her mother, many 
aunts, and a grandmother, 
have graduate degrees in all 
kinds of subjects, so it would 
never occur to my child that 
she isn’t entitled to an edu- 
cation or to pursue any field 
she desires. 

Nationally, women out- 
number men in all levels of 
higher education and finally 
have surpassed men in num- 


bers of graduate 
degrees earned. 

There are still a 
few disciplines 
where women 
lag men in at- 
tendance and 
achievement, 
making this is 
the golden age of education 
for women in our country. 

Yet there is something rel- 
evant to my daughter’s life in 
the vicious attack on Malala, 
the bearded man, loaded gun 
in hand, terrorizing a bus full 
of girls. 

Here in New York City, 
the police respond to an aver- 
age of 700 domestic violence 
calls daily. That means my 
daughters have a one in four 
chance of being assaulted by 
a boyfriend and could be one 
of the 20 percent of women 
in this country subjected to 
sexual violence in their life- 
times. 

Many men in Pakistan and 
New York believe it is their 
right to inflict their attitude 
and desires on women. 

It is heartening to see the 
outpouring of support for 
Malala. Students and adults 
in Pakistan have rallied to her 
and the support of education 
for women. Many countries 
offered medical care and sup- 
port and she was recently air- 


lifted to England to receive 
specialized care and rehabil- 
itation for her injuries. 

Malala Yousufzai will live 
but under a threat by the Tal- 
iban to attack her again, un- 
til she ends the call for wom-

ceived news other son’s death. 

“My family would like to 
know what actually did happen 
that night on that street,” said Er- 
ika Lefevre. “We have the right 
to have that information.” 

The investigation 

The crash cast a spotlight on 
theNYPD’s accident investigation 
squad — but despite widespread 
criticism, police continue to pursue 
traffic cases much the same as they 
did before, according to Lefevre 
family lawyer Steve Vaccaro. 

The family and their attorney 
have blasted cops for incorrectly 
telling the press that Lefevre ran 
a red light, wrongly reporting the 
trucker’s direction, and failing to 
collect crucial evidence, including 
photos of the cyclist’s blood and 


bike paint from the front bum- 
per because accident investiga- 
tors used a broken camera. 

The 1 9-detective unit took heat 
from media ranging from transit 
blogs to the New York Times for 
being understaffed and appearing 
unable or unwilling to investigate 
collisions between motorists, cy- 
clists, and pedestrians “if there is 
not ‘a likely to die,’ or a death.” 

Councilman Steve Levin (D- 
Williamsburg) introduced two 
traffic-taming bills and three 
resolutions in the aftermath of 
Lefevre’s death — one of which 
would dramatically increase the 
number of trained accident in- 
vestigators by putting five such 
cops in every precinct. 

But none of that legislation has 
become the law yet.

“We are working on this dili- 
gently and daily,” said Levin. “It 
is a lengthy process.” 

Activists say the N YPD has not 
altered its approach to traffic inves- 
tigations, its allocation of resources, 
or its commitment to addressing 
such serious accidents. 

And in a city where traffic colli- 
sions cause more deaths than guns, 
records indicate that some precincts 


have gone months without issuing 
a single speeding ticket. 

“I do not believe the NYPD is 
committed to addressing this is- 
sue; they’ve given no evidence of 
it,” said Councilman Brad Lander 
(D-Park Slope). 

The NYPD did not return re- 
quests for comment on this ar- 
ticle. 

The documents 

The Lefevre family fought 
hard for access to case records 
— but their battle has done little 
to change the NYPD’s approach 
to records disclosure. 

Police initially refused to pro- 
vide detailed information about 
the case to Lefevre’s family and 
denied a Lreedom of Information 
Law request filed by them, until 
the victim’s relatives sued the de- 
partment in December. 

The NYPD eventually released 
the information, quashing their 
suit, though a judge recently said 


police had “needlessly delayed 
handing over the documents and 
other materials.” 

The family also has a civil suit 
pending against the truck driver, 
the company that employed him, 
and its owner, and they remain 
hopeful that an investigation by 
the Brooklyn District Attorney’s 
office will shed more light on their 
son’s death. 

Levin’s Lefevre-inspired legis- 
lation would, among other things, 
call on the NYPD to file more 
thorough reports for all accidents 
involving motor vehicles and cy- 
clists. But that legislation remains 
in the works. 

The streets 

The roadway where Lefevre 
lost his life looks much as it did 
just after midnight on Oct. 19, 
2011, when a trucker failed to sig- 
nal before turning into the pass- 
ing cyclist. And bike boosters say 
it’s just as dangerous. 


Transportation advocates ar- 
gue that industrial areas with 
growing residential populations 
— such as Bushwick and East 
Williamsburg — are only get- 
ting more hazardous as drivers 
compete with an influx of pe- 
destrians and cyclists. 

Earlier this month, rock band 
drummer Terrence Connor was 
struck and killed by a hit-and- 
run motorist while biking on a 
similarly industrial stretch of 
Metropolitan Avenue about 10 
blocks away. 

“In that neck of the woods, 
trucks are driving as if the road 
belonged to them — because it 
used to,” said Juan Martinez, the 
general counsel for Transporta- 
tion Alternatives. “What are we 
going to do about these types of 
neighborhoods?” 

There are no plans to put a bike 
lane on Morgan Avenue or Me- 
serole Street. 


The aftermath 

Lefevre’s legacy lives on one 
year after the crash, both through 
the art the Edmonton-native cre- 
ated — which is currently on dis- 
play in a memorial at Galerie Di- 
vision in Montreal — and through 
the street safety activism his death 
sparked. 

“Mathieu’s tragic death helped 
to galvanize a movement for these 
changes,” said Lander. “I do hope 
that a year from now we’ll be able 
to point to not just a movement, but 
concrete systemic changes.” 

But for now, the only tangible 
change brought on by the hor- 
rific accident is that cyclists are 
well aware the cards are stacked 
against them, said Vaccaro, the 
Lefevre family’s lawyer. 

“What’s occurred is that fami- 
lies of crash victims have learned 
that you can’t just sit back and as- 
sume that the police are going to 
investigate crashes,” he said.

that those on two -wheels of- 
ten wend in and out to get 
around slower-moving walk- 
ers and runners. 

It’s a recipe for disaster, 
bridge users say. 

“The walkway is narrow 
and gets crowded at rush 
hour,” said Kristin Carney, 
who lives in Prospect Heights 
and rides across the bridge 
nearly every day to get to 
her job in Long Island City. 
“I always worry that a pe- 
destrian will take an unex- 
pected step to the side and 
we’ll collide.” 

To make room for the pro- 
posed biking route, Lentol is 
calling for the city to elimi- 
nate one lane of Brooklyn- 
bound automotive traffic. 
He hopes the plan will have 
the added benefit of slowing 
cars as they enter the bor- 
ough on McGuinness Bou- 
levard, where the Assem- 
blyman is calling for the 
installation of cameras to 


catch speeders. 

The bike boosters at 
Transportation Alternatives 
agree that a cycling lane is 
sorely needed on the Pulaski 
Bridge. 

“There’s a growing num- 
ber of bike riders over the 
bridge and more people walk- 
ing,” said Caroline Sam- 
ponero, the group’s direc- 
tor of bike advocacy. “There 
needs to be more space. The 
space that’s there now is too 
small and doesn’t properly 
accommodate them.” 

Adding a protected bike 
lane to a drawbridge that of- 
ten opens and closes may be 
tricky, but Lentol has faith 
that the city can make it hap- 
pen. 

“We have some pretty cre- 
ative engineers in this busi- 
ness who should be able to 
figure it out,” said Lentol. 

The city’s Department of 
Transportation did not im- 
mediately return requests for 
comment.
